MANILA, Nov. 14, 8 p.m.—[By Manila 
Cable.] The Thirty-third Infantry in 
one of the sharpest two-hour engage- 
ments of the war with an equal force 
of insurgents, five miles from San Fa- 
bian, Saturday, lost one officer and six 
men Killed, and one officer and twelve 
men wounded. The Americans captured 
twenty-nine Filipinos and 100 rifles, 
and found eighty-one dead insurgents 
in the trenches and rice fields. Many 
more Filipinos doubtless were killed or 
wounded. 

Gen. Wheaton was informed that the 
enemy was gathering at San Jacinto for 
the purpose of preventing Americans 
from controlling the road from Dagupan 
north, whereby Aguinaldo might retreat.

AGUINALDO NEARING MAGALDAN. 
DISAFFECTED NATIVES.

MANILA, Nov. 14.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Gen. Wheaton's inability to 
connect with Gen. Lawton, owing to 
the wretched condition. of ‘the roads, 
leaves a small opening through which 
the insurgents can possibly get through 
into the hills. It is believed, however, 
that it is impossible for them to retain

been raining heavily all day, and this 
has increased already the almost dis- 
heartening difficulties confronting the 
Americans.

TRANSPORT SIAM’S ROUGH TRIP. 


FRIGHTFUL EXPERIENCES. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 14.—Partic- 
ulars of the terrible trip of the trans- 
port Siam from this port to Manila 
have been ‘received here. The Siam 
left here August 19, with nearly four 
hundred horses for the army in the 
Philippines. All went well between 
here and Honolulu, where a stop of ten 
days gave the horses an opportunity 
to recover from the effects of the 
voyage. The vessel left Honolulu Sep- 
tember 6, and on the 17th ran into a 
typhoon, losing ghree horses. 

Good weather followed until Oc- 
tober 1, when a terrific typhoon was 
encountered near Guam Island, a four 
days’ trip from Manila. The storm 
broke at 1 o’clock in the morning and 
with the first roll of the vessel the 
horses stampeded.

a flag of truce, to declare that he did 
not consider the Geneva convention 
authorized the flag of the Red Cross So- 
clety to fly from several buildings at the 
same time in the town, and that, tn his 
opinion, the employment of natives 
against whites, and the use of dyna- 
mite mimes, were both opposed to the 
rules of war. 

Col. Baden-Powell ‘replied that the 
Geneva convention did not stipulate as 
to the number of Red Cross stations 
permissible, and that the Boers weré 
only required to respect the convent, 
the hospital and the women’s laager, 
all of which were beyond the town 
limits. The British commander also 
pointed out that mines were recognized 
adjuncts of civilized warfare, and the 


a 


commanding, and a detachment of the 
Thirteenth Regiment, with a Gatling 
gun, Howland commanding, were sent 
to disperse them. The troops encoun- 
tered the worst road ever found in the 
Island of Luzon. There was a succes- 
sion of creeks, whose bridges the Amer- 
icans had to stop and repair, and miry 
ditches. At certain places horses strug- 
gled waist deep in quagmires. A hun- 
dred soldiers had to drag the Gatling 
gun part ef the way, the horses being 
useless. 

The insurgents opened the fighting 
two miles from San Jacinto, while the 
leading American battalion was pass- 
ing a clump of houses in the midst of 
a cocoanut grove, knee-deep in mud. 
The Filipino sharpshooters, hidden in 
trees, houses and a small trench across 
the road, held their fire until the Amer- 
icans were close to them. When they 
began firing, other Filipinos opened fire 
from thickets, right and left, farther 
The insurgent sharpshooters 
picked off the officers first. Five of 
the Americans who fell wore shoulder 
straps or chevrons. But the Thirty-thira 
Regiment never wavered. Its crack 
marksmen knocked the Filipinos down 
from the trees like squirrels, and the 
Americans rushed the trenches, leaving 
four dead insurgents there. 

The regiment then deployed under 
fire, with Maj. John A. Logan’s bat- 
talion in the center, Maj. Cronic’s on 
the right and Maj. Marsh’s on the left. 
The skirmish line, which was a mile 
long, advanced rapidly, keeping up a’ 
constant fire. The Filipinos made an 
unexpectedly good stand, many of them 


icans were within twenty feet of them. 
Maj. Marsh flanked a small trench full 
of insurgents, surprising them and 
slaughtering nearly all of them before 
entering the town. The Gatling killed 
five of a force holding the bridge, ana 
swept the country beyond the town, 
driving about 150 Filipinos into the 
hills. Marsh’s battalion, entering the 
towns first, captured a big battleflag 
which was flying over a convent. 

The insurgents are supposed to have 
retreated toward Dagupan. It was im- 
possible to pursue them, as the Ameri- 
can troops were exhausted, and their 
supply of ammunition was low. The 
outposts killed five Filipinos during 
the fight. The body of the Filipino 
lieutenant-colonel commanding was 
found among the killed. The regiment 
returned to San Fabian Sunday, it be- 
ing impossible to get supplies over the 
roads. 

A proclamation of the Filipino Secre- 
tary of War was found in all the vil- 
lages, giving glowing accounts of al- 
leged Filipino victories, and saying that 
7500 Americans had been killed ard 15, 
000 wounded during the war. |

ASIATIC SQUADRON’S HEALTH. 
REPORTED TO BE GOOD...

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
Rear-Admiral Van -Keypen, Surgeon- 
General of the Navy, has received a 
personal letter from Medical Inspector 
R. C. Pearsons, fleet surgeon of the 
Asiatic squadron, informing him that 
the general health of the squadron is 
good. The official report submitted by 
the officer shows that of the entire 
naval force there are only thirty-four 
patients, several of whom are natives 
employed in the navy yard, and most 
of whom are suffering from minor 
complaints.

PORTO RICO NOT SO REGULAR. 


COAST SURVEY WORK. 
[A. P» FARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK Nov., 14.—A_ special 
to the Times from Washington says 
that one of the most curious results 
of the annexation of Porto Rico will be 
an alteration in the shape of the island 
as it is known to the world. 

The coast survey is now at work 
finding out what the real shape of 
Porto Rico is, and it has already 
learned enough to show that the old 
Spanish surveys are not only unreli- 
able and worthless, but that they give 
a positively false impression of the for- 
mation of the coast. Porto Rico 
has always had a strategic shape on 
the map. Islands take all sorts of 
Shapes but it is unusual to find one 
in the shape ofa circle ora square. 
But Porto Rico has been of an 
oblong shape, looking almost as ex- 
act and precise as a child’s building 
block. It has looked as if the sea, 
disgusted with the queer shape as- 
had determined 
to throw above its surface at least one 
island as even in contour as a cigar 


box, just to show that it could be 

The coast survey is beginning to 
find out that Porto Rico has irregu- 
larities and. considerable. ones, like 
all other islands. At the eastern end 
which the “Spanish surveys make as 
sharp as the edge of a board, there is 
really a long northwestern slant into 
the ocean. This will make the isl- 
and bigger than has been supposed, 
unless, as is quite probable, the coast 
survey has to gouge a big hole in the 
southeastern end of the island cor- 


responding to the rise to the north- 
west. 


No one can tell what such a Porto 
Rico will be when it: is finally sur- 
veyed as an American possession, 
but it seems certain that it will not be 
the insular freak it has appeared on 
the Spanish surveys.

NO METEOR SHOWER. 


STILL WATCHERS WERE WELL 
PAID FOR THEIR VIGILS. 


Tomorrow Morning Just After Mid- 
night the Leonids Will Glow 
With Their Greatest 

Brilliancy, 


Every University in the Country Making 
Observations for the Purpose 
of Gathering Valuable 
Data. 


Professors and Students at Chicago 
See but One—Observers on 
Mount Hamilton are 
Rewarded. 


[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Novy. 14.—With a bril- 
liant swish that lighted up the heavens 
for quite fifteen seconds, the first of the 
Leonids announced its arrival just be- 
fore midnight last night. Following the 
first were others of equal intensity 
enough to make the display satisfac- 
tory to those who waited up to see it. 
However, the meteoric shower will not 
appear at its greatest brilliancy until 
Thursday morning after midnight. 

During the next forty-eight hours this 
earth will have such a meteoric pelt- 
ing as it has not enjoyed since 1866, 


last penetrated. Those seen last night 
and this morning gave evidence of what 
may be. expected. The first ap- 
peared in the northeast bursting into 


| the atmosphere at a point about 45 deg. 


above the horizon. Its journey was 
a long one, and it left behind a fiery 
trail of greenish tint that was visible 
for many seconds. After the appear- 
ance of the constellation Leo above the 
horizon, the fall of meteors was fairly 
steady, though it could hardly be called 
a shower. All over the city watchers 
were stationed and from many street 
corners the itinerant astronomers did 
a thriving business with their portable 
telescopes. 

Some of the earlier meteors were of 
the magnitude of a planet of the first- 
class, but as Leo mounted higher in the | 
heavens the period of flight appeared | 
shorter, and ine Leonids lost their bril- 
liancy. . Fortunately the atmosphere 
was clear, and few clouds interrupted 
the view of the -heavens.. Equally sat- 
isfactory conditions should prevail to- 
night, but it is feared that the storm 
which was central over Kansas last 
night will reach New York in time to 
inturrupt the spectacle of Thursday 
morning. 
' While observations of the meteoric 
shower are being made from every 
university in the country, Harvard 
seems to be taking the lead in gather- 
ing data. From the Harvard observa- 
tory requests have been issued for re- 
ports of all regular observations of 
Leonids. Those reports will be com- 
pared, and much valuable data are ex- 
pected to result 

Prof. John Rees of the astronomical 
department of Columbia University, 
with students and friends, observed the 
flight of meteors from the dome of the 
university library building this morn- 
ing. He will continue his observations 
tonight and tomorrow night, watching 
the heavens from 11 o’clock until 4. 
With him will be students from Colum- 
bia. as well as several West Point ca- 


dets. 


BUT ONE STRAY METEOR SEEN. 
SKY WAS TOO CLOUPY. 
TA, P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Nov. 14.—The rain last 
night and early this morning dampened 
the enthusiasm of Dr. Kurt Laves and 
other professors and students at the 
University of Chicago, who had 
planned to watch for the first appear- 
ance of the swarm of meteors. 

The first Leonid of the meteoric 
shower. noticed in Chicago was seen 
by Dr. Laves about 4 o'clock Sunday 
morning. He made two observations

Prof. Hugh, : director of Dearborn 
Observatory at Northwestern Univer- 
sity, will, with a corps of scientifice 
professors, make elaborate observations 
of the meteoric shower rn morn- 
if conditions permit. . 
ig Williams Bay, Wis., the special 
apparatus for observing and photo- 
graphing the great meteoric shower 
is in place on the roof of the Yerkes 
Observatory. The new twenty-four- 
inch reflecting telescope is set and six- 
teen cameras of various sizes and 
angles are ranged around it so as to 
cover the portion of the sky where the 
meteors are most likely to appear. 
Prof. Barnard has spent a consider- 
able time for a few nights searching 
for the ephemeris of the meteoric cloud. 
The position of this cloud in our sky 
has been quite accurately : determined. 
The main body should now be entering 
the constellation Leo. If the swarm is 


| compact enough, it should appear in 


the sky as a faint comet or nebula, or 
rather a nebulous streak across the 
sky. Though he has searched carefully 
with the big Yerkes telescope, the pro- 
fessor has not yet discerned anything 
which he could identify as the meteoric 
cloud. 

In his search Prof. Barnard has dis- 
covered many new nebulae, and one 
seen last night is exactly in the spot 
where the meteors should be. This sig- 
nifies nothing, however, unless on fur- 
ther observations the nebula is found 
to have moved. The sky last night was 
totally obscured by clouds.

THE SAN FRANCISCO MEETING 
LARGELY ATTENDED. 


F. W. Dohrmann Made Chairman on 
Motion of T. E. Gibbon of This 
City—Ben Maddox of Visalia 
Permanent Secretary.

[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 14.—About 
five hundred representative men from 
every section and most of the impor- 
tant public and quasi-public bodies in 
the State assembled this morning in 
the Maple Hall of the Palace Hotel, to 
organize as the California State As- 
sociation for the Storage of Flood Wa- 
ters. Delegates were there from all 
the Assembly districts, appointed by the 
boards of Suyervisors of the. several 
counties, delegates from the Miners’ 
Association, from the water companies 
and kindred organizations; from com- 
mercial associations, from the Senate, 
from the Assembly; delegates-at-large 
and -delegates representing all inter- 
ests concurrent or conflictiny. After 


learning all-about-the-subject the ioczal- 


convention will discuss how practically 
to attain the following ends: zs 

First—To prevent annual losses from 
the overflowing of streams. 

Second—To relieve agriculturists 
from the evil consequences of doughts, 

Third—To extend the irrigated area, 
and thereby increase the rural popula- 
tion and build up the State. 

Fourth—To obtain from the streams 
increased power for manufacturing and 
mining. 

At 10:30 o’clock Mayor Phelan, whose 
appearance’ was 
rapped for order. Before calling for 
the election of a temporary chairman, 

he welcomed the delegates from out of 
town, and asked the members of the 
convention to make any sacrifice of 
personal views in order to secure har- 
mony of action. He drew a_ lesson 
from the two years of drought, and 
reminded the convention of the millions 
of dollars lost in one dry season. 

T. E. Gibbon of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce nominated for 
temporary chairman F. W. Dohrmann 
of this city. Mr. Dohrmann was 
elected by acclamation, after Briggs 
of Fresno had seconded the nomina- 
tion, and declared that the question of 
storage was the greatest that had come 
before the people of California in con- 
vention during a quarter of a century. 

W. H. Thomas, president of the 
State Association for the Storage of 
Flood Waters, then made a <short, 
humorous address, and ended by pro- 
posing the name of B. Maddox of Vi- 
salia for the position of temporary sec- 
retary. The nomination was seconded 
and made unanimous. The calling of 
the roll was dispensed with, and the 

chairman and secretary were empow- 
ered to act as a Committee on Cre- 
dentials. Frank J. Symmes of San 
Francisco moved that adjournment be 
taken to Metropolitan Temple. | 

Maxwell asked first that time be 
given for the introduction of resolu- 
tions. He did not want these consid- 
ered in committees. 

Assemblyman Works of San Diego 
came up with a strong speech urging 
that all of the discussions be made in 
open sessions of the convention. 

Attorney Devlin of Sacramento fol- 
lowed with an expression of the same 
opinion. He wanted to hear some 
speeches, and accordingly moved that 
addresses be heard upon the objects 
and purposes of the convention. 

This motion was forgotten in the dis- 
cussion that followed, and was side- 
tracked by a motion authorizing the 
chairman to appoint a committee of 
nine on -organization and order of 
business. On motion of Delegate Har- 
ris of Santa Cruz, the appointment of 
a committee of fifteen on resolutions 
was agreed to. 

Then came a discussion over the mat- 
ter of adjournment. The “standing” 


delegates wanted to stampede to Met- 


ropolitan Temple, while others wanted 
to wait until they had heard from the 
chairman on the selection of commit- 
tees. Finally, Will S. Green of Co- 


lusa evolved a way out of the diffi- 


culty by suggesting that I. Wood Mead 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture be invited to address the 
convention, thus giving the chairman 
time to make his appointments. Mr. 
Mead spoke of the problem of caring 
for the flood waters. . 
“Tt is this way, as in the irrigation 
question,” said he, “that we are slow 
in appreciating the gravity of the sit- 
uation. I assure you I believe that the 
resources which will come from the ef- 
fort you are about to undertake will 
justify all the outlay that may be ex- 
pended.” 
At the Conclusion of Mr. Mead’s ad- 
dress, Chairman Dohrmann announced 
the Committee on Permanent Organi- 
gation and Order of Business as fol- 
lows: Cc. B. Boothe, Los Angeles,

resolutions were in order brought Ed- 
ward F. Adams of Santa Cruz to his 
feet. He presented a resolution that 
it was the sense of the convention that 
it favors the establishment of a perma- 
nent society, whose membership shall 
come from all parts of the State, which 
Shall include as subordinates, or by 
amalgamation of all existing societies, 
and which shall be indorsed by citizens 
and public bodies. It contemplates the 
leasing of public grazing lands by the 
general government, the revenue thus 
derived to be nsed for reclamation of 
“arid lands, rentals to be expended by 
State engineering bodies; the Federal 
government to aid in the storage of 
flood waters by yearly appropriations 
in the River and Harbor Bill; the State 
to assume such control of public lands 
as may be delegated to it by the Fed- 
eral government, and expend the reve- 
nues under the direction of a State 
engineer, to be provided by law, sup- 
plementing the moneys received by the 
Federal government with such moneys 
as_ shall be provided. 

Robert P. Troy offered the. following: 

Resolved, that the interests of irri- 
gation can best be subserved by the 
early extensive construction of water- 
Storage reservoirs, and any project 
looking to that end, whether prompted 
by national, State or individual aid or 
combination of these elements should 
be encouraged and fostered by the 
people.”’ 

Ex-Surveyor-General W. Green 
offered a resolution providing for the 
appointment of a State Board of Irri- 
gation, composed of three members, 
one of whom must be an experienced 
civil engineer, who shall receive a fixed 
annual salary. Other provisions in his 
resolution were on the lines of the Dill 


irrigation conventions, but which failed 
of passuge in the Legislature. 

H. Weinstock of Sacramento intro- 
duced a resolution that it was the 
sense of the convention that every ef- 
tort should be made to secure both 
Federal and State aid in dealing with 
the flood waters of the State. 

A. J. Pillsbury introduced the fol- 
lowing: 

“Resolved, that this convention de- 
clares in favor of such legislation as 
will require all persons and corpora- 
tions using for irrigation any -part of 
the water of any stream in California 
to- within reasonable time and before 
a tribunal provided by law for hear- 
ing and determining such controverstew 
make proof of their claims to use such 
water, to the end that all rights to 
water may be made a matter of definite 
record, after which a statute of limi- 
tations shall preclude the possibility 
of again putting such rights’ into 
jeopardy and the residuary waters may 
be made available for the further ex- 
pansion of the irrigated area under 
such conditions as the law may im- 
pose.”’ 

R. T. Devlin of Sacramento intro- 
duced a resolution requesting the Gov- 
ernor of the State to take steps to keep 
in proper repair the State easement 
at Elkhorn and the jetties at New 
Town Shoals. 

A. P. Buell of Stockton submitted a 
resolution that California should take 
the initiative in the storage of the 
flood waters, and the convention should 
act accordingly. 

George H. Maxwell of Sonoma, who 
is recognized as the head and front 
of the opposition to the proposition of 
issuing bonds for impounding the flood 
waters of the State, said: ‘The plan 
I propose to present to you now is the 
plan of the National Irrigation Con- 
gress for solving the problem that 
confronts you, and one that will solve 
this problem within a time shorter 
than any one would deem possible. The 
shibboleth we have gone under is ‘Ir- 
rigation without debt,’ and I want to 
say to you now, as the result of nearly 
ten years’ of study of the laws and 
physical conditions of California, that 
we can store every drop of flood wa- 
ter in the State as fast as we can use 
it by individual and corporate enter- 
prise by the interposition or the State 
law on proper lines and limits, and 
through the aid of the Federal gov- 
ernmgnt without issuing one dollar in 
State bonds.” | 


GOLDSWORTHY PLANNED ARSON. 
SENSATIONAL DISCLOSURES. 
; [A. P. DAY REPORT,] 

STOCKTON, Nov. 14.—W. J. Golds- 
worthy, a prominent politician and 
‘proprietor of the American Cash Store, 
a large grocery, is in jail here and the 
District. Attorney is considering 
whether to charge him with attempted 
arson or burglary. It will probably 
be the latter. 
~ CC. C. Anderson, a colored porter in 
the employ of Adkins & Co.,, 
wholesale liquor-dealers, had occasion 
to go to the store last evening about 
8 o’clock. Hearing a noise in the base- 
ment, hefentered and struck a light 
and there found Goldsworthy in the 
act of fleeing. He had removed with 
a jackscrew the supports of the floor 
under the barrels of alcoholic liquor 
and substituted boxes 
saturated with coal oil, after which 
he had piled other boxes and _ straw 
around, and paper, straw and boxes 


led to the outside of the building 
through a hole in the basement. On 
discovering Goldsworthy, Anderson 


grasped the iron bar from the jack- 
screw and told Goldsworthy he would 
brain him if he tried to get away, to 
which the man replied: “You have 
got me.”’ 

Goldsworthy’s grocery store adjoins 
the liquor-house and his plan was evi- 
dently to cause the destruction of both 
buildings, so as to avert suspicion. His 
stock was insured for $10,000. Golds- 
worthy was defeated for Assemblyman 
four years ago on the A.P.A. ticket. 

Anderson procured a cab and drove 
Goldsworthy to the of Hugh 
Adkins, proprietor of the liquor store, 
where Goldsworthy requested that 
Irving Martin, publisher of the Daily 
Record,. be sent for. Martin is his 
brother-in-law, and he also brought 
Mrs. Goldsworthy with him. 

Goldsworthy ‘made a piteous appeal 
to Adkins and Anderson for mercy and 
begged them on his knees and with 
tears in his eyes not to inform upon 
him. Both men were obdurate, how- 
ever, and Dist.-Atty. Ashley was sent 
for by telephone about 3 o’clock in the 
morning, when Goldsworthy was 
turned over to the officers and placed 
He has engaged an, attorney 
to defend him, and today refused to 
be interviewed. 

Goldsworthy has always been re- 
garded here as a law-abiding citizen 
and was one of the leading members 
of the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association, besides being a member of 
several fraternal organizations. His 
aged mother and his wife are nearly 
prostrated with grief and shame, and 
the affair has created quite a sensa- 
tion here.

UPRISING OF NAVAJO INDIANS. 


REPORTS ARE DENIED. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Nov. 14.—Gov. 
Murphy returned tonight from the 


northern part of the Territory, where 
he went to investigate the trouble be- 
tween a sheriff's posse and a small 
band of Navajoes,in which W. H. Mont- 
gomery was killed on one side, and two 
Indians on the other. 

He says that all-the sensational re- 
ports sent out are the merest rot. 
There is not the slightest danger of an 
uprising among the Navajoes, and there 
never was any danger. The report that 
Fred Voltz of Cafion Diablo saw a 
large body of Indians leaving the reser- 
vation is denied by Voltz, who met the 
Governor at Flagstaff this morning, and 
said he was not at Cafion Diablo at the 
time mentioned in the report. On the 
contrary, all the “Indians are on the 
reservation and everything is quiet. 

The event from which all these stories 
originated was serious only so far as 
concerns the killing of Montgomery 
and the Indians, but was no more 
threatening to the peace of the vicinity 
adjoining the reservation than if it 
had been an affair only among white 
men. 


NEWS BY STEAMER ALPHA. 
THE MERMAID’S VOYAGE. 
P. NIGHT REPORT.} 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Nov. 14. — The 
whaler Mermaid, which came to grief 
at Dutch Harbor on the 29th ult., will 
probably be a total loss. She sailed 
from San Francisco March 28, and en- 
countered terribly rough weather al- 
most from arrival at Bering Sea. It 
was while off Fox Island that a tre- 
mendous sea stove in her sides, necessi- 
tating the lowering of sheets to pre- 
vent being swamped.

THE INTERSTATE COMMISSION 
HEARS PROTESTS. 


Tradesmen of the Middle West Claim 
That Discriminating Freight 
Schedules Shut Them 

Out. 


Difference Between Rates for Carload

Railroads not the Real Defendants—Ex- 
Gov. Fifer Sworn In—Hickman 
of St. Louis Gives 
Testimony. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 14.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The second day of the hearing 
before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission was taken up with the exam- 
ination of six witnesses for the com- 
plainants, all of whom,:with the ex- 
ception of A. J. Vanlandingham, rep- 
resentéd jobbing houses in St. Louis 
and other cities of the “neutral zone,” 
or Middle West.. They all testified to 
substantially the same facts. 

Each witness brought out that his 
house had been compelled to recall its 
commercial men from the Pacific Coast 
because freight schedules rendered it 
impossible for them to do business 
there. The difference between carload 
rates and less than carload rates was 
too great, working hardships upon the 
jobber shipping less than carload lots, 
which most of them did. They com- 
plained also of the so-called “postage-. 
stamp” system of freight rates, where- 
by a carload of goods may be shipped 
from the Atlantic Coast to the Pacific 
Coast for the same rate that it can 
be shipped from intermediate points to 
the Pacific Coast. 

The hearing in St. Louis will prob- 
ably conclude tomorrow, since it was 
decided not to present the case of de- 
fendants in this city, but at some Pa- 
cific Coast point, probably San Fran- 
cisco, in the néar future. Four more 
witnesses remain to be examined for 
the. complainants, and then 
mission will adjourn. © 

Commissioner J. D, Yeomens left to- 
night for Chicago. Commissioner 
Prouty will start for Washington ‘to- 
morrow. The entire commission was 
present today, ex-Gov. Fifer of Illi- 
nois, the new appointee, having taken 
the oath of office last Monday night.. 

A. J. Vanlandingham was recalled 
to the stand. Attorney W. F. Herrin, 
representing the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road, in cross-examination, asked: 

“You admit that ocean traffic con- 
trols New York and Pacific Coast rates: 
that this competition has forced down 
the price, and still you hold that we 
should have graded rates all across 
the continent, irrespective of New York 
rates. Is this true?” 

“I did not say that ocean traffic con- 
trols freight rates across the continent, 
I will admit, however, that it, to some 
extent, affects those rates; but, judg- 
ing from the fact that railroad rates 
have been put up recently, I should in- 
fer that differences between railroads 
and cligper lines had been neutralized. 
The fact, is a very considerable amount 
of the freight business is now con- 
ducted by way of Cape Horn. There 
are several reasons for this. In the 
first place, it consumes too much time, 
‘and few dealers can afford to wait so 
long for their goods to arrive. In the 
second place, comparatively few com- 
modities can be transported safely and 
economically by water. The result is 
that traffic by way of.the Horn, wnich 
a few years ago was quite extensive, 
is now merely nominal, and most of 
the freight clippers which once made 
that route have since been converted 
to other uses.”’ 

J. M. Allen, traffic manager for 
Meyer Bros. Drug Company, St. Louis, 
in reply to a question, said: 

“After this traffic went into effect, 
June 25, 1898, we withdrew our men 
from California, because business there 
was no longer profitable to us. The 
Pacific Coast retailer could not afford 
to take a carload of drugs and since 
the rate on less than a carload wag 
so high he was compelled to buy at 
near-by points. The difference between 
the carload rate and less-than-carload 
rate west-bound is 45 cents per hun- 
dredweight, and east-bound 25 cents 
per hundredweight.” 

R. S. Lovell, attorney for the South- 
ern. Pacific, asked what proportion of 
Allen’s goods were shipped to con- 
signees in carload lots. The answer 
was: 

“We haven’t shipped a load for over 
a year because our orders were not 
large enough.” 

The witness testified that drugs do 
not move naturally by water and that 
they are rarely, if ever, shipped in 
carload lots. 

B. B. Dutton, ‘traffic manager for a 
Chicago house, dealing in heavy hard- 
ware and wagon material, said: 

“We are practically prohibited from 
shipping a mixed carload of our goods 
to the Pacific Coast.” 

“Why?” asked Commissioner Fifer, 

“Because the roads say they have to 
protect the home trade, or, in other 
words, Pacific Coast jobbers. We are 
most effectually put out of Pacific 
Coast territory. We sent a man out 
there a short time ago, and he did not 
do business enough to pay his traveling 
expenses. I believe unless we can get 
restoration of the $1.15 rate that we're 
simply not in it.” 

L. R. Hickman, representing several] 
St. Louis jobbing houses was the last 
witness. He criticised severely the Pa- 
cific Coast jobbing houses for dis- 
courtesies extended his clients in the 
past. His testimony was not completed

Louis firms; J. H. McKibben, secretary 
of the Peters Cartridge Company of 
Cincinnati; B. P. Dutton, traffic man- 
ager of Kelly, Maus & Go., of Chicago, 
F. W. Hurth, secretary of the Farwell. 
Osman & Kirk Hardware Company of 
St. Paul, Minn., all testified that the 
present rate had practically driven 
them out of the Pacific Coast market. 
Hurth said that prior to the adoption 
of the tariff of June 25, 1898, his firm 
did a large and profitable business on 
the Pacific Coast from Los Angeles to 
Seattle. When this present rate agree- 
ment went into effect his business was 
totally destroyed, at least so affected 
that he lost money every month. He 
concluded to stick out, however, hop- 
ing a change would be made'soon, and 
an opportunity given him to make ae 
profit. In May, 1899, he said the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific modi- 
fied their existing rates, as a meeting 
held in St. Paul gave them more fa- 
vorable rates. As a result of this 
change, he said, he sold in one month 
in the State of Oregon, $34,000 worth 
of goods, while in California, which 
he could not reach, he did not sell 
$1000 worth. He insisted that there 
was no good reason for the difference 
in rates between carload and less than 
carload lots, and that the maintenance 
of the existence schedule of tariffs by 
transcontinental lines was in violation 
of the Interstate Commerce act, and _ 
that it was a manifest discrimination 
in favor of the particular section of 
the country—the Pacific Coast.

KRAG-JORGENSENS FOR NAVY. 


LEE RIFLES SUPPLANTED. 
P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—A’ special to 
the Times from Washington ‘says that 
the task of supplying the navy with 
Krag-Jorgensen rifles in place of the 
Lee rifles that have been in use in 
the navy for some time has begun, the 
Ordnance Bureau of the War Depart- 
ment having issued 1000 Krag-Jorgen- 
sen rifles and 5000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion to be served to the battleships 
Kentucky and Kearsarge at the New 
York navy yard. } 

Both branches of the service will 
soon have small arms of the same cali- 
ber, thus greatly simplifying the prob- 
lem of interchangeable supplies of am- 
munition when the army and navy are 
required to operate in conjunction. 

The 5000 rounds of ammunition was 
called for by the Navy Department for 
experimental purposes, and_ experi- 
ments are now being made with it with 
a Colt machine gun. The army ord- 
nance department will continue’ to 
manufacture the Krag-Jorgensen rifle 
for the navy as they are called for, 
but the ammunition willebe manufac- 
tured by the ordnance department of 
the navy. The cartridge to be used by 
the navy in the army type of rifle will 
be identical with that used by the 
army, except that they will be loaded 
with the navy smokeless powder. The 
bullet will be the same weight, the 
shell case will correspond, and an 
amount of navy powder will be used 
to give the bullet the sdme velocity.

SHIPS FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 
DEWEY'S RECOMMENDATIONS. 
(A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 14. -A special to 
the Tribune from Wasi'ngton says that 
the project for further naval increase 
which Congress will be asked to an- 
thorize at the next session for imme- 
diate construction involves eighteen 
warships, three of them armored cruis- 
ers of the improved Brooklyn type, but 
double the size and formidableness of 
that excellent vessel; three improved 
Olympias, onee-third larger and pro- 
portionately more powerful than the 
fine flagship that led ethe way into Ma- 
nila Bay and twelve gunboats of a 
type recommended by Admiral Dewey 
as essential for the effective patrol of 
the Philippine archipelago.

The Navy Department has already 
ground in the 
person of Lieut. Hobson, who may 
be called upon to assume charge of 
the wreckage operations. A careful 
reading of the cablegram from Ad- 
miral Watson convinces the officers 
that there is a fair chance of saving the 
Charleston. They say that the name 
of the ship is painted about three or 
four feet below the rail. This is an 
indication that the maip above 
water, Which would make the work of 
pumping out the hull much easier. 
If she is settled down aft, as reported, 
there is less danger of injuring the 
bottom further by “pounding. Much 
depends, however, on the weather, as 
the wreck..lies in the full sweep of

AVOID PHILIPPINE SERVICE. 
ACTION OF CHAPLAINS.

14.—A special to 
the Times from Washington says that 
the efforts made by army chaplains 
who have’ been ordered to the Philip- 
pines to have their orders revoked have 
excited considerable comment.

He pro- 
duced affidavits which conclusively 
proved that he had been mistaken in 
his age up to that time. Accordingly 
his orders were revoked and he was re- 
tired.

Was Leading His Battalion in

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—A_ cable 
dispatch received at the War Depart- 
ment announces that Maj. John A. 
Logan, Thirty-third Volunteer Infan- 
try, has been killed in a fight in 
Luzon. He was leading his battalion 
in action. He is a son of the late 
Gen. John A. Logan of Illinois and 
Mrs. Maria Logan, now a resident of 
Washington. He leaves a widow and 
three children, who are at present 
residing at Youngstown, O. 

The news of her son’s death was 
conveyed to Mrs. Logan by a personal 
note from Secretary Root, sent by Maj. 
Johnson, Assistant Adjutant-General. 
Mrs. Logan was prostrated by the 
but later in the day recovered 
her composure, and, driving down 
town, communicated with young Mrs. 
Logan, at Youngstown, O., Over the 
long-distance telephone. The news of 
the death of Maj. Logan was contained 
in the following-dispatch, received from 
Gen. Otis, under date of Manila, today: 
“Wheaton reports, Nov. 12: ‘There 
was an engagement near San Jacinto 
between the Thirty-third Volunteers 
and 1200 intrenched insurgents. Our 
loss, Maj. Logan by gallantly leading 
battalion, and six enlisted men killed; 
Capt. Green and eleven men wounded, 
mostly very slight. The enemy was 
routed, leaving eighty-one dead in the 
trenches.

YUMA (Ariz.,) Nov. 11.—[Regular 
Correspondence.]

The apparatus for telegraphing, sent 
out unnoticed among the other warlike 
impedimenta, need not have been set 
up till the places were beleaguered, and 
the ordinary means of communication 


suspect nothing of a wire hanging ona 
high pole. It might be a lightning rod, 
or a flagstaff with a wire strengthen- 
ing; it might be anything but a means 
of communication.

don electrical journal says: “It ought } 


to be as easy to communicate with 
Kimberley now as it was before the 
telegraph line was cut; yet it is not; 
and the fault lies with the procrastina- 
There are no 
insurmountable difficulties in the way 
of aerial communication, and it was 
the duty of those responsible for the 
defense of the empire to have foreseen 
what has happened, and to have pro- 
vided, or at any rate attempted to pro- 
vide, against just such an emergency.” 

These criticisms acquire additional 
force in view of the careful and thor- 
ough preparations now being made by 
the United States government for the 
permanent employment of wireless 
telegraphy for naval and military pur- 
poses, and the situation serves to 
strenethen the contention of those who 
hold that there is vital danger to Eng- 
land in her tendency to rely too con- 
fidently on her traditions, and to lag

YAQUI TOWN CAPTURED FOR THE 
"STEENTH TIME. 


An American Ranchér Resists a Raid 
and is Killed by the Indians—Three 
Mexicans Killed and Nine Wounded 
in the Regular Quarterly Battle in 
the Brush at Vicam. 


NOGALES (Ariz.,) Nov. 12.—[Special 
Correspondence.] The spasmodic cam- 
paign of Gen. Torres against the Ya- 
quis in Sonora was resumed on the 
6th instant, having been postponed sev- 
eral times on account of the weather. 
The Mexican troops fought the Indians 
on August 12 at Vicam, and again on 
September 18, at Bahueca Lake, kill- 
ing an incredible number of the enemy 
with the official typewriter operated at 
Hermosillo. The typewriter had no 
more to do for about two months, the 
weather being warm on the Yaqui 
River, and the official organ of the Free 
and. Sovereign State of Sonora was Si- 
lent about the “vigorous and enereetie™ 
campaign of extermination being waged 
by the gallant general-in-chiet against 
the Yaquis between hot spells. The 
official organ came out with some more 
war news. 

The report says: 

“In waiting for the Fortieth Battalion, 
which the supreme government had 
ordered to come to codperate in the 
Yaqui campaign, and in waiting for a 
betterment of climatic conditions to 
prevent the insolation of the soldiers, 
the active operations against the reb- 
els had been tempordrily suspended 
from the time of the last combat at 
Bahueca Lake, that occurred about 
the middle of September, of which we 
gave due notice to our readers. in the 
mean time the general-in-chief of the 
zone had occupied himself with dili- 
gence in taking from the Indians the 
means that they had of securing provi- 
sions, making arrangements s0, that 
the places where they secured fheir 
grain and feed would receive protection, 
So also has Gen. Torres and the general 
government occupied themselves by or- 
ganizing new forces of the National 
Guard in the district of Alamos, and to 
send to the towns on the River Mayo 
arms and munitions with the object of 
guaranteeing in that district the peace 
of the Indians that were liable to rise 
in insurrection or create trouble. The 
means dictated by the chief of the zone. 
has placed the rebels in a very seroius 
position with reference, to provisions 
and munitions of war. Foraging par- 
ties, according to the statements of 
prifoners that have been taken, have 
gone to different places with the object 
of procuring the «necessary arms 2nd 
supplies of various kinds, but: these 
commissions have returned without 
even obtaining one cartridge. These 
parties have made long expeditions to 
secure necessary provisions, but have 
only succeeded in securing for them- 
selves a band of steers around Bua- 
raje.on the. River Mayo. — 

‘‘Also they made another expedition 
to the border of Ontagota, where they 
caused some casualties according to 
the advices which we have. Ontagota 
is a small town that has been built 
about twenty kilometers west of Co- 
corit, where there have been opened 
lands on the borders of the Sinaloa and 
Sonora Irrigation Company’s§ canal. 
Here, where a few Americans and some 
Mexicans have planted this place and 
surrounding vicinities, on the 2nd_of 
this month came 100 Indians armed 


against those who were in this town, 
wher@ the Americans, Nettleton and 


Bostick, have farmed the country, and 
the Indians attacked them. It seems 
that Mr. Nettleton defended himself 
and was hung on his own premises by 
the Indians. His body was “‘ovnd 
there. Of Mr. Bostick and of some 
Mexican and American families, who 
‘were on the borders of Ramos and Ca- 
geme rivers, no information has been 
received. It is said that there were more 
than thirteen persons on said lands 
among them seven with families, with- 
out-eounting the Americans. The In- 
dians, after attacking, fled toward the 
west.'A son of Mr. Bostick, having fled, 
proceeded to Cocorit and has declared 
that his father, also, like Nettleton, 
tried to defend himself from the In- 
dians, but séeing that there were so 
many and that opposition was useless, 
he desisted and ordered everybody that 
accompanied him to fly. They all fled. 
The voung man Bostick fled, taking 
with him one of the five guns that the 
had, and he knows nothing of the 
athere of the party. 

“All these advices have been com- 
municated to Mr. Logan, the repre- 
sentative of the company, and the of- 
ficial who commands the Federal de- 
tachment that is in Ontagota, and have 
been confirmed in Cocorit, by young 
Bostick. The small f e that is at 
that place could not prevent that 
which has occurred, because the places 
attacked by the Indians are a long dis- 
tance from the place where these forces 
are stationed, and when they had re- 
ceived the advices concerning this at- 
tack the rebels had already fled. 

“The Fourth Battalion disembarked 
at Guaymas on the last days of the 
past month, and immediately marched 
to the Yaqui River, having arrived at 
Potam October 31. Without any loss. 
of time Gen. Torres began his opera- 
tions against the rebels, who had been 
fortifvying themselves in the town of 
Vicam, their central location, and in 
the heavy forests that surround this 
town. On the 6th of this month, in the 
morning, the forces of the government 
crossed the river and organized in three 
columns, one under’ the immediate 
command of the chief of the zone, an- 
other at the disposition of Gen. Lo- 
renzo Torres, and the third commanded 
by Col. Hernandez. A few hours later 
these forces occupied the town of Vi- 
cam, the principal town that had been 
held by the rebels. Col. Hernandez. 
encountered the enemy at the fortlifica- 
tion called La Angostura. He attacked 
this fortification very vigorously, and 
after a combat he razed it to the 
ground, and the forces that had occu- 
pied it he dispersed, having killed some 
of the enemy, which number was not 
known at the time when this message 
was written, by any one who particf- 
pated in this fight. On our side there 
were three killed and nine wounded. 
Among these were Cant. Tellechea of

It is very seldom that a- painter 
emerges as Velasquez did, from the 
ranks of the aristocracy, and still more 
seldom that th®@ aristocracy, when as 
exclusive as that of Spain, should: not 
repudiate but delight to honor-him as 
an equal. This gives an unusual flavor 
to Velasquez’s career. With his hand- 
some figure, in superb costumes, 
crowned with honors and responsiblli- 
ties, he appears as an embodiment of 
tact and refinement, a lover of the 
pleasures of court life. The royal favor 
and the liberal patronage of the court 
made .it possible for him not only ‘to 
be independent of the patronage of the 
church, but to throw off the yoke of 
ecclesiasti¢al tyranny in art and daro 
to paint whatever he chose. He was 
the ‘the only great secular artist of 
Spain. 

It is well to frankly confess from the 
start the limitations and weaknesses 
of Velasquez's art. Hé has no. imagina- 
tion or pathos; he does not’conceive 
types or express emotions.

PHILIPPINES NOT UNHEALTHY. 


In the early days of the Tagalo in- 
surrection it was asserted with mo- 
notonous frequency that the climate of 
the Philippine Islands was extremely 
unhealthy, and that American soldiers 
sent there for service would die off like 
sheep, or goats, or some other sort of 
animal which is supposed to die off in 
large quantities at very short notice. 
The facts of this matter, as developed 
by a year and a half’s campaigning in 
the Philippines, have been shown to be 
almost diametrically the reverse of these 
lugubrious prognostications. The cli- 
mate of the islands, so far from being 
extremely unhealthy, has been shown 
to be salubrious far beyond the average 
of tropical countries. - 
| « The percentage of deaths from dis 

ease among our troops in the Philip- 
‘pines has been exceedingly small— 
much smaller than was anticipated at 
the outset, even by the most sanguine. 
An official report, printed not long 
ago, showed that the death rate among 
the troops in Luzon was much lower 
than it was among the troops quar- 
tered at San Francisco and other Amer- 
ican camps in the early stages of the 
American-Spanish war; also that the 
death rate from disease in Luzon was 
_far lower than the death rate from the 
same cause in Cuba. Indeed, the rate 
of death from disease in Luzon has 
been but little, if any, greater than 
it would have been “among the same 
number of men in private life. 

This is a most remarkable showing, 
and it speaks volumes for the sanitary 
arrangements among our troops which-

No less gratifying than the health of 
our land forces in the Philippines has 
been the health of our men in the navy. 
A letter recently received from Medi- 
cal Inspector R. C. Pearsons, fleet sur- 
geon of the Asiatic squadron, brings 
the welcome information that the gen- 
eral health of the squadron is good. It 
is shown by the official report submitted 
by this officer that of the entire naval 
force stationed in Asiatic waters there 
are only thirty-four patients, several 
of whom are natives employed in the 
navy yard, and most of whom are suf- 
| fering from ailments of a minor na- 
ture. It is also very gratifying to’ 
learn, further, from the same _ source, 
that the reports of Admiral Watson's 
illness, recently circulated, were grossly 
exaggerated; that the admiral has not 
been on the sick list at all, but has 
continued at all times to perform the 
regular duties of his office. 

The health of Americans in the Phil- 
ippines, generally speaking, has been 
far better than the health of the na- 
tives, who have died off in large num- 
bers from disease. This large mortality 
among the natives is due chiefly, of 
course, to their ignorance and disregard 
of sanitary measures. These they 
will learn from the Americans, in due 
course of time, “when the cruel war 
is over.” In the mean time, the results 
achieved speak plainer than a whole 
encyclopedia of words, in praise of 
American military methods and sanita- 
tion. 

To be sure, Aguinaldo asserts that 
Tarlac is unhealthy, and therefore he 
departed hence—in haste; but Agui- 
naldo and Tarlac “don’t count.” 


It appears conclusive that the Boers 
have failed to avail themselves of that 
condition of affairs which, “if taken at 
the flood, leads on to fortune.”

From all ap- 
pearances most’ valuable time has been 
lost, giving the British opportunity to 
bring up reinforcements for the succor- 
ing of the beleaguered towns, thus al- 
lowing the British the benefit of the 
moral effects of a victory. Had the Boers 
destroyed Ladysmith, Kimberley and 
Mafeking in detail, the moral effect of 
those achievements would have been 
tremendous, This is the way the sit- 
uation looks at this writing. We shall 


see whether subsequent events give force 
to these observations.

GOMPERS WOULD ARBITRATE. 

There ,is something really refreshing 
in the announcement of Samuel Gom- 
pers, before the striking piano-makers 
at Chicago, on Monday night, explain- 
ing his attitude in the matter of the 
strike. “I wish,” observed Gompers, 
“to see all differences between you and 
your employers satisfactorily settled, 
and I am perfectly ready and willing 
to act as arbitrator!” 

Up to the hour of going to press this 
morning—and the hour is somewhat 
late, at that—the employers of the 


not accepted the generous offer of Gom- 
pers to settle the whole matter by arbi- 
tration, with Gompers as arbitrator. If, 
at any time, they should change their 
minds, and should decide to avail them- 
selves of the valuable services of Gom- 
pers, The Times will certainly stop the 
press to announce the fact. 

In the mean time, if Gompers happens 
to have any business to occupy his at- 
tention, he will do well not to let the 
prospect of his being called upon in- 
‘terfere with it; for there is a possibil- 
ity—remote, perhaps, but still a pos- 
sibility—that he will not be called upon 
in this connection at all. Of course, 
his kindness and his delicate considera- 
tion for the feelings and interests of 
the employers are greatly appreciated 
by the latter. But they, or most of 
them, will probably hesitate a _ long 
time before consenting to take up the 
valuable time of so noted a person as 
Gompers in the settlement of a petty 
dispute between themselves and their 

The idea of arbitration by one-man 
power is not altogether new. It is in 
practical operation in Russia, for in- 
stance, at the present time. The Czar 
of all the Russias is a ihe-arbitrator 
from away back. He comes from a long 
line of arbitrators who have ever been 
ready and willing to settle disputes 
among their subjects in much the same 
way that Gompers proposes to settle 
the Chicago strike. The Russian Czars 
have found the system very satisfac- 
tory, and have taken good pains to keep 
it in operation all these years by -the 
simple expedient of killing off or trans- 
porting to Siberia all who opposed the 
beneficent operation of the scheme. 
Gompers, of course, is not able to do 
quite this thing, but there is no doubt 
whatever that he would like to do so 
if he could. In reference to this Chi- 
cago strike, the present indications are 
that some other way than that proposed 
by Gompers will*have to be devised: be- 
fore the end of the difficulty will be 
fairly in sight. : 


The New York Sun’s Manila Corres- 
pondent invites attention to the fact 
that this week’s successes in Luzon “re- 
call Gen. Otis’s declaration in the spring 
to the effect that 35,000 troops then 
could suppress the insurrection. Hardly 
half that number of men are engaged 
in present operations, yet the way all 
organized rebellion is going to pieces 
proves that Gen. Otis’s statement was 
justified.” This is a marked concession 
on the part of the Sun correspondent 
who was among the notorious “round- 
robin” signers. His timely jogging of the 
public’s memory now should show those 
critics who have been heaving vitriolic 
volleys at Maj.-Gen. Otis just how 
ridiculous they have made themselves. 
It has been evident all along that the 
commanding officer in the Philippines 
has not only a thorough knowledge of 
the situation, but a complete grasp of 
it, and that he might be depended upon 
to quell the insurrection in those islands 
all in good time, and to establish abso- 
lute peace in those possessions. We 
shall rejoice to see the measly critics 
of this fine soldier masticating the juicy 
dish of crow that is being prepared for 
them. 


There is little doubt that had _ not 
Aguinaldo been such an infernal liar 
the riot would have been quelled long 
ago in Luzon. The poor ignorant F*h- 
pinos had been filled up with the idea 
that it was the purpose of the Ameri- 
cans to slaughter or enslave them, and 
consequently they have been fighting in 
a false cause. When they once learn 
that this country had no other aim 
than to afford them every opportunity 
for individual advancement, under the 
same laws that have guided this na- 
tion through the paths of © peace to 
prosperity, we need have little doubt 
that they will become as tractable and 
peaceable as any other people. It 
must be our purpose to begin a cam- 
paign of education in the Far East and 
to make it perfectly plain to the na- 
tives in our new possessions that they 
shall be treated as men and citizens so 
long as they behave themselves and re- 
frain from using American soldiers as 
targets.

Gen. Nelson .A. Miles, who is on a 
tour of inspection of coast defenses, ar- 
rived in Los Angeles at 5 p.m. yester- 


“day via the Southern Paeific. - He left 


the national capital Octdéber 21, trav- 
eling leisurely through the Northwest- 
to the Puget Sound country, where the 
work of examination began. 

The trip down the Coast consumed 
several days, four of which were spent 
at San Francisco. 

Aceompanying Gen. Miles are Mrs. 
Miles, Miss Miles, Mrs. Maus, Miss 
Hoyt, B. Frank Hall of Philadelphia, 
George Booth of Santa Barbara, and 
Cols.

The party is traveling in a special 
car, Which stood last night on a side- 
track at the Arcade Station. 

Gen. Miles dined at the Van Nuys 
with a friend at 7 o’clock, but returned 
immediately to the car, where he spent 
the evening with the members of the 
party and occasional callers.

‘THE METALLURGY OF GOLD. 


LECTURE BEFORE 6&.C.A.S. 

The first lecture of a series on the 
valuable metals, arranged by the 
Southern California Academy of Sci- 
ences, was delivered last evening by 
Prof. Laird J. Stabler of the Univer- 
sity of Southern California, who spoke 
on the “Metallurgy of Gold.” The audi- 
ence that greeted the speaker was large 
and representative of the mining inter- 
ests in this end of the State. Prof. 
Stabler treated the subject comprehen- 
sively, describing the various processes 
of mining and refining. 

One of the most astonishing facts 
brought out by the speaker was that 
the leadership of gold production may, 
if present developments continue, pass 
to Southern California. The authority 
for this statement is based on a report 
of the State Mining Bureau, which 
credits the seven southern counties 
with producing a little over one-half of 
the total output of the State. Hereto- 
for the seven coun- 


ties has been a 
total, and while the increase has been 
large, the future promises a larger de- 
velopment which abundant capital will 
afford. 

The speaker expressed confidence in 
the future of the electrical process, say- 
ing that he believed that the difficul- 
ties encountered at present would be 
overcome. In the handling of the 
baser ores, he held that the electrical 
process of extraction is cheaper and 
better than any other. | 

Calcium-light views pertaining to 
evanide and chlorination plants, ma- 
chinery, furnaces. refining processes, 
etc., were shown to better explain the 
different features. A small but complete 
cyanide plant and models of chlorina- 
tion and electrolytic plants were also 

hibited.

The new Colorado River steamer 
Cochan has been successfully launched 
at Yuma and draws six inches of water 
forward and thirteen aft.. With her 
boiler pumped up and ten cords of wood 
on her bow,.ready for her up-stream 
voyage, she will probably draw about 
fifteen inches on an even keel. Lighter 
boats have been launched on the Willa- 
mette River in Oregon, but they did 
not have so heavy a current to fight 
as that of the Colorado, and hence 
did not require the presence of as heavy 
and powerful machinery.

RESULT OF MAIL WEIGHING. 


OFFICIAL RI REPORT. 


Gen. John R. Mathews, postmaster, 
reports the following result of the 
mail-weighing, which commenced Octo- 
ber 3 and ended November 6, a report 
of which was forwarded to the Post- 
master-General: 

The total amount of all mail matter, 
originating at the Los Angeles post- 
office, for thirty-five days, was 105,38y 
pounds 3 ounces. The first-class mat- 
ter amounted to 20,125 pounds 1 ounce; 
second-class paid matter, 47,123 pounds; 
second-class, free county, 5353 pounds 
15 ounces; third and fourth-class mat- 
ter, 29,030 pounds 4 ounces; govern- 
ment free matter, 3756 pounds 15 
ounces. Matter sent to railroads 
‘amounted to 96,140 pounds 10 ounces, 
of which 2785 pounds 2 ounces was for-

“I desire at this time to formally 
serve upon the Mayor and Messrs. Goss 
and Pascoe of the old commission, a 
demand, formally passed by a unani- 
mous vote of the new Board of Police 
Commissioners of this city, asking you 
to surrender into our possession all 
the books and records properly belong- 
ing to the Police Commission of the 
city of Los Angeles.”

This incident marked the end of pro- 
ceedings as regards the new commis- 
sion, and nothing further was heard 
from them during the morning. The 
old commission then settled down to 
the uninterrupted transaction of 
routine business. 


MAYOR WANTS INVESTIGATION. 
OPEN SALOONS. 

After the members of the new com- 
mission had all had.their say, and their 
requests had been denied, the Mayor 
broached the question of open sa- 
loons. For some time the saloons have 
been running after midnight and on 
Sundays in direct violation of the law, 


| and an article setting forth the facts 


was printed in Monday’s edition of The 
Times. In referring to the matter the 
Mayor said: 

“I notice by an article in yesterday’s 
Times that the assertion is made that 
many of the saloons of the city are 
running in open violation of the law. 
If such is the case, the matter should 
be investigated, the responsibility 
fixed, and the condition remedied. 
Chief (turning to Chief Glass,) what 
do you Know about the matter?” 

“The men all have orders to enforce 
the law and the ordinances of the 
city, and they always have had since I 
have been in-office,” replied the Chief: 


an order requiring the officers, in ef- 
fect, to be responsible for what trans- 
pired on their beats, and stipulating 
that officers in the discharge of their 
duties should have admittance at all 
times to saloons. The men have or- 
, ders to report any violations that oc- 
cur on their beat, and the order pro- 
mulgated by this board was distinctly 
read to them at the time it was passed. 
If such things as have been reported 
are going on in this town, it appears 
to me that the officers themselves are 
responsible for not reporting the same. 
However, I will endeavor to see that 
in the future the law is enforced. 

“And I want to say right here,’’ con- 
tinued the Chief, with a show of some 
warmth, “that what changes I have 
made in the reorganization of the force 
were made with an eye single to in- 
creasing the efficiency of the force, and 
to prevent just such things as were re- 
ported in the article in The Times. I 
have ordered that an investigation be 
made at once, and the facts in the case 
reported to me at once. If the officers 
that have been put in charge do not 
do their duty and succeed in enforcing 
the laws and ordinances, I will place 
others in their places. T have not here- 
tofore had that support from the offi- 
cers of the force which T should have.” 

After some further talk, a motion,

THE CITY’S NEW COMMISSION. 
WILL SUE FOR OFFICE. 


The members of the new Board of 
Police Commissioners appeared at the 
City Hall shortly before the usual hour 
of commission meetings, 10 o’clock, and 
went at once to the committee-room of 
the Council, and locked the door behind 
them. The only other persons in the 
room at the ime were Councilman 
Todd and Attorneys Scarborough and 
Davis. Commissioner Day, who was 
appointed by the Council on Monday, 
had taken the oath of office soon after 
his appointment, and was ready to be- 
gin his official duties. \Being new at 
the business he had little to say as to 
what should be done, and simply fol- 
lowed the lead of the other members. 
When the new commissioners ciosed 
the door behind them for a consulta- 
tion with their attorneys, the crowd in 
the hallway became impatient and sev- 
eral of them knocked at the door, and 
failing to secure a response, glued their 
eyes to the holes in the paint on the 
glass door and watched what was go- 
ing on in the room. All that they saw 
was the seven men in the far corner of 
the room, with their heads together 
earnestly discussing something. 
Promptly at 10 o’clock the new board 
opened the door, and, with their attor- 
neys, proceeded to the Mayor’s office, 
where the other board was already in 
session. They soon returned to the 
committee-room and perfected tempo- 
rary organization by electing Commis- 
sioner Parker as chairman and Com- 
missioner Scarborough as secretary. 
Mr. Ling then produced a _ large 
bundle of papers, and carefully sorted 
them. He announced to his fellow- 
commissioners that he had a resolution 
which he desired to introduce, and some 
one suggested that he read it. He did 
manner that prevented the 
crowd from hearing it. The other 
members approved of its presentation, 
and Ling then arose and said: 
“In view of the published reports of 
the numerous violations and the total 


| disregard of the ordinance of this city. 
by the owners of saloons, and in view. 


of the fact that the Chief of Police has 


| been reported in-a-published interview 


as making certain statements in which 
the blame for this condition of affairs 
is sought to be thrown upon this board, 
I think it but proper and right that 
we clearly define our position in this 
matter: It should be remembered that 
this board has made no effort to inter- 
fere with the Chief of Police in the 
discharge of his. duties and in the en- 
foreement--ef the laws and ordinances, 
He is still Chief of Police and knows 
his duties, but we should prevent any 
effort to make it appear that the offi- 
eers of the police force are hiding. be- 
hind this board and seeking aid and 
comfort in their failure to enforce the 
laws. I will therefore present this reso- 
lution.”’ 

He then read the following, explain- 
ing that it had been prepared hur- 
riedly, and might contain some errors: 

“Whereas, it has been reported in the 
daily press of this city that the ordi- 
nances of the city of Los Angeles re- 
lating to the closing of saloons have 
been. and are being violated; and, 
“whereas, it has been further reported 
in said daily press in an interview with 
John M. Glass, Chief of Police of said 
city, that the officers under him have 
been derelict in doing their duty in the 
enforcement of said ordinances, and 


| that the police officers of said-city were 


looking to the new commission for aid 
and comfort in not enforcing said ordi- 
nances and the law of said city; there- 
fore, be it 

“Resolved, by this commission, that 
all and every officer of said city must, 
in so far aS We are concerned, obey 
‘and enforce said laws and to obey all 


Mawful orders coming from. the said 


John M. Glass, Chief of Police of said 
city, and for a failure so to do will. 
meet with our disapproval and dis- 
pleasure.’ 

The resolution 
adopted. 

James G. Scarborough, who 
is the personal attorney for his brother, 
Commissioner Scarborough, and who 
will assist in the legal battle soon to 
begin between the two boards, sug- 
gested that a demand be made for the 
records of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners. In order that this demand 
might be made properly, the attorney 
prepared the. following resolution, 
which was adopted:

Mr. Scarborough at once repaired to 
the Mayor's office, but. soon returned 
and announced that the demand had 
been refused. Scarborough then moved 
that “this board instruct its attorney 
to at once institute quo warranto pro- 
ceedings for the purpose of determin- 
ing the right of the board to the pos- 
session of office and of the books and 
papers and records of the Board of 
Police Commissioners.” The motion 
was duly adopted. There being no other 
business to transact, the board ad- 
journed to meet next Tuesday at 10 
o'clock or at the call of the chair- 
man. 


NEW BOARD’S SIDE OF IT. 
ATTORNEYS’ OPINION. 

With a view to ascertaining just 
what their legal status as members of 
the Board of Police Commissioners is, 
the members of the new board yester- 
day secured from their attorneys a 
written statement of their opinion as 
to the legality of the action of the City 
Council in removing the old board; as 
to the contention that an ordinance 
was required to accomplish such _ re- 
moval, and what would be the proper 
course for them to pursue. Yesterday 
afternoon the attorneys for the new 
board submitted the following state- 
ment to Messrs. Scarborough, Parker, 
Ling and Day: 

“To the new Board of Police Com- 
missioners of Los Angeles city: The 
undersigned attorneys have, in accord- 
ance with your request, carefully and 
thoroughly examined the law govern- 
ing your appointment, legal status and 
powers as Police Commissioners, ard 
now submit our opinion and conclusion. 
We quote the law and give detailed 
explanation, so that you can clearly 
understand the entire situation frem 
the reading of this opinion. 
“The charter of Los Angeles city pro- 


_awas_| vides in article II, section 3, that among 


the officers of the municipality shall be 
five police commissioners. ‘Article IX, 
section 91, provides that the Mayor 
shall be one of the commissioners, and 
in the same section and in section 7, 
article II, the charter provides that the 
other four commissioners shall be ap- 
pointed by the City Council. “3 
“In accordance with these provisions, 
the City Council in January, 1899, upon 
motion and vote, appointed four com- 
missioners, who duly qualified and 
entered upon the discharge of their 
duties. On November 1, 1899, at an 
adjourned regular meeting, the City 
Council duly passed an order on mo- 
tion, declaring vacant the positions 
held by the four commissioners pre- 
viously appointed, and at their meet- 
ings on November 6 and 13, 1899, the 
City Council duly appointed four other 
persons to fill the vacancies so created, 
all of whom have qualified, and now 
constitute, with the Mayor, your new 
board. 
VALIDITY OF COUNCIL’S ACTION. 


“1. There is and can be no question 


Jobn O’Connor was granted a trans- 


as to the power of the City Council to 


remove the Police Commissioners at 
pleasure. Article XX, section 16 of our 
State Constitution provides: 
“ “When the term of any officer or 
commissioner is not provided for in this 


| Constitution, the term of such officer 


or commissioner may be declared by 
law; and if not so declared, such of- 
ficer or commissioner shall hold his po- 
sition as such officer or commissioner 
during the pleasure of the authority 
making the appointment, but in no 
case shall such term exceed four years.’ 

“The term of office ** Police Commis- 
sioner is not fixed by the Constitution, 
and the only law relating to the matter 
is the city charter of Los Angeles. The 
charter does not fix any term for the 
office, that is, it does not prescribe any 
definite time during which Police Com- 
missioners: shall serve, except during 
the pleasure of the Council, section 9, 
article II of the charter providing: ‘All 
appointed officers shall hold office until 
removed by the appointing power, 
which shall have the power of remov- 
ing in all cases.’ | 

“As the Police-Commissioners are ap- 


office only until removed by the Coun- 
cil, which is here given express power 
to remove at any time. It is now al- 
most a universal doctrine of law—and 
one announced by the Supreme Court 
of this State early in its history, and 
adhered to ever since—that where the 
law does not fix the term of office, 
that is, does not prescribe the length 
of time the incumbent shall serve, the 
officer holds it subject to the pleasure 
of the appointing power, who may re- 
move the officer at any time without 
notice or charge, or cause, or trial. 
(People vs. Hill, 7 Cal, 97; Smith vs. 

672; People vs. Shear, 
15 Pac.. Rep. 92; Higgins vs. Cole, 100 
Cal. 260; Mechem Pub. Off., secs. 445 
and 454; 19 Am. and Eng.

SHE BELIEVED HE HAD TAKEN 
ADVANTAGE OF HER. 


Mrs. Goyt Sued Phillips, Asking. 
That a Deed to Valuable Lots Be 
Set Aside, on Grounds of Fraud and 
Undue Influence—Won and Exon- 
erated. 


Whether or not a grandson took an 
undue advantage of his old grand- 
mother was the gist of a case that was 
up in Judge York’s court yesterday 
afternoon. Sarah M. Goyt, an incom- 
petent, through her guardian, W. 
Dieterle, was suing Pearl Phillips, ask- 
ing that a certain deed to réal prop- 
erty be declared null and void and ac- 
cordingly set aside. It was only last 
March that Mrs. Goyt was declared in- 
competent. She is over 80 years of age. 
In 1894 she was owner of some prop- 
erty in the Johnson tract, valued at 
about $1000. It is now alleged that her 
grandson, Pearl Phillips, once had an 
itch to get possession of this property 
himself. This was in March, 1894. Now 
Pearl is said to be Mrs. Goyt’s only 
living descendant, and in him she 
calmly reposed the very greatest confi- 
dence and felt sure that he would never 
advise her to do anything that was not 
for her own best interests. Being of un- 
sound mind at the time, it is alleged, 
and knowing nothing of business meth- 
ods, she was said to have been easy 
game for Pearl, when on the 24th of 
the month he went to her and, itis al- 
leged, got her to sign a deed giving 
him the property in consideration of 
$1. This conveyance he promptly filed 
with the recorder. 

' Mrs. Goyt now avers that she never 
realized what she had done till about 
a month before this action was begtn, 
in May, 1898.

OIL MISUNDERSTANDINGS. 
COMPANIES AT LAW. 
A long-winded controversy between 
two old companies took up Judge Al-

-of the day yesterday. The Far West 


Oil Company was plaintiff in a suit 
against the Witmer Bros. Company, 
demanding judgment for $2653.20. 

It is alleged that in 1895 the parties 
to the action entered into an agreement 
to drill, case and pump certain wells. 
The work was done and plaintiffs de- 
manded $3305.68; but defendant is al- 
leged to have promised that if olaintift 
would put two of the wells in good con- 
dition by cleaning them out to the bot- 
tom and thoroughly perforating them, 
defendant would pay the sum of $2728.27 
in full of $3305.68. This work was also 


done, it is alleged, but no money was 


ever paid in remuneration therefor, 
save the sum of $728.27. Defendanis an- 
swer by denying everything possible in 
the complaint, and allege that the cov- 
enants in the agreement were neglected 
or not performed and that the work 
done was negligently executed in a 
very unworkmanlike mannér.

HIGHLAND ASYLUM CASE. 
GROSS SETTLES. 

WhéA the case of the Southern Cali- 
fornia State Hospital against Michael 
Gross was called in Judge Trask’s 
court yesterday morning, it was an- 
nounced that the matter had been set- 
tled by stipulation. a 
On January 29, 1897, Gross was ad- 
judged insane and sent to Highland for 
treatment. At the time, he was pos- 
sessed of property valued at about 
$4000. In the following June Mrs. 
Aurelia J. Corker was appointed his 
guardian. He remained at the asylum 
until June 2, 1899, when he was dis- 


charged as cured. About the middle of 


July, under authority and direction of 
an act of the Legislature, the hospital 
began suit against Gross to recover 
$421 for medical attendance and main- 
tenance at the rate of $15 a month dur- 
ing his stay at the asylum. 
Answering the complaint, Gross set 
up a vigorous general denial to every 
allegation, and averred that he didn’t 


ther defense he said some disagreeable 
things about the way he was treated 
at the asylum, and recited a list of: in- 
dignities alleged to have been perpe- 
trated on him. He averred that he 
was compelled to work at hard manual 
labor from early morning until late at 
night, and he therefore set up a coun- 
ter claim against the hospital of $60 
per month. He also complained of 
being beaten and bruised by the attend- 
ants and otherwise maltreated. In 
very hot weather he was incarcerated 
in a room, he said, and given only one 
drink of water a day, and hardly any 
food. When the attendants did feed 
him, he avers, that they smeared his 
face with milk and liquid food, thrust 
spoons into his throat, endeavored to 
break out his teeth by force and bru- 
tally choked him to. prevent him from 
making an outcry. By reason of his 
alleged sufferings and ‘unreasonable 
treatment Gross thought the mainte- 
nance afforded him while he was in- 
sane was worthless. 

The stipulation agreed upon yester- 
day was that Gross, for a consideration 
of $125, was to allow the plaintiff asy- 
lum to take judgement against him in 
the sum of $56.66, and with this agree- 
ment the case was settled and dropped. 


WHO OWNED THE PRUNES? 
AN ANXIOUS QUERY. 

The Sierra Deciduous Fruit Associa- 
tion, whose principal place of business 
is at Pasadena, began suit yesterday’ 
against W. E. Allen, W. F. McGee and 


| D. T. Orrin to compel them to appear 


in court and show to whom properly 
belongs the sum of $392, which is now 
in the hands of the association. 

In the month of August, Orrin and 
Allen delivered to the plaintiff 72,983 
pounds of prunes to be dried and sold 
under the rules of the association.

At New: Orleans the three staple mar- 
kets—cotton, sugar and rice-are very 
active. Buyers are coming to the city 
in large numbers to lay in their Christ- 
mas goods, and drummers are sending 
in numerous orders from the territory 
tributary to New Orleans. The cotton 
market ruled, firm the past week, with 
prices higher and showing 4a tendency 
Receipts of cotton 
continue light. All indications point to 
the correctness of those ideas that are 
advanced by the advocates of the short 
crop theory. The movement of crop 
into. sight is extremely disappointing to 
spinners, while their woes are increased 
by persistent reports of exhaustion In 
the fields and an utter discrediting of 
the idea that anything like a material 
top crop will be raised. Heavy frosts

have destroyed all “top-crop” hopes. 
Buyers in this market are making 
large purchases, and are not fright- 


ened by advancing prices, believing 
that they are bound to go still higher. 
Middling and lower grades of cotton are 
relatively scarce and higher, while of- 
ferings of high grades are more plentl- 
ful. and are not so firmly held. , 

The rice market continues active, re- 
ceipts being liberal and. sales large. 
Millers are out in quest of round lots 
of better grades of rough rice, and are 
paying ‘full prices. Some lots of . the 
poorer qualities are also being sold, but 


—@t—relatively easier figures. 


At Harrisburg there is the same 
story to tell this week of magnificent 


~“husiness development along all the line 


of commercial activity. Orders are 
more than plentiful, and the inquiries 
indicate: even greater prosperity next 
year. Orders are now being placed for 
next season’s delivery, which in ordi- 
nary times would not be placed until 
the beginning of the year. 

At St. Louis, as usual, the boot and 
shoe trade of the city continues’ to 
show a marked increase over the cor- 
responding period last year, an aver- 
age increase of fully 20 per cent. being 
recorded on the avenue. Traveling 
men are all on the .road, and orders: 
are coming in freely at advancing fig- 
ures. Quite_an export trade with Cuba 
and Hawaii’ has been established. 

The advanee-covers practically every. 
grade of boots and shoes manufactured 
fn this section, and ranges from 5 to 15 
cents a pair. Spring goods are selling 
well. _ with jobbers still desirous of 
shaving figures whenever possible. 

The demand for leather during the 
week has been active and strong, with 
values firm and gradually strengthen- 
ing. Buffalo sole has been advanced a 
cent, while stiffer figures are generally 


quoted on all lines. 


In dry goods big shipments. by local 
houses are( reported, with orders com- 
ing in fast! The month of October was 
one of the best months the trade has 
ever known. Prices are tending up- 
ward. with a still higher scale in sight. 

At Lovisville whisky jobbers and 
brokers did a remarkable week's busi- 
ness. The demand for exported whisky 
has been very fine, and sales have been 
made extensively for California con- 
sumption. The most unfavorable fea- 
ture of the market is the lack of de- 
mand for the large stocks—10,000,000 to 
32,000,000 gallons—of the 1892 and 1893 
crops. The 1892 goods will soon be forced 
out of bond, and this will most un- 
favorably affect the market. 

At San Francisco. Giant Powder 
stock advanced ten points in as many 
days under the plan to installa new 
board of directors in January, and an 
advance in dividends of ‘from 50 to 75 
cents or $1 a month.

‘ASADENA, Nov. 14.—[Regular Cor- 
} spondence.] Pasadena has not quite 
»cached that stage of pernickityness 
in which it is against the law to blow 
one’s nose in public or milk the cow 
on Sunday, but the City Council to- 

y passed an ordinance making it 
a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine 
at the discretion of the court, to spit 
on the sidewalk or on the floor ef any 
public conveyance. Before the ordi- 
nance was enacted, Councilman Rey- 
nolds pleaded for more clemency. He 
thought the offense was often due to 


. forgetfulness, and that it would be too 


severe to arraign a man before the 
Recorder, charged with a misdemeanér, 
the first time he should do such a thing. 
He suggested that it wotld be better 
to have the police warn the offender 
the first time, and if he repeated the 
misdoing, arrest him. The ordinance 
in its present form left no discretion 
to the officer, he said;- but he-must 
arrest any person seen to expectorate 
on the sidewalk, no matter if it were 
done accidentally or forgetfully. That 
was too severe, he protested. Coun- 
cilman Dobbins argued that the law 
would be a dead letter if the proposed 
discretion were given to the officers. 
It would be impracticable to ask offi- 
cers to first warn offenders and then 
look out for a second offense. He 
thought it no worse to ride a bicycle

For the city’s im- 
Mediate needs it is proposed to Dufid 
three trunk sewers which shall drain 
through an outfall into tide water, 
nearly a mile west of town. One of the 
trunk sewers is to run‘along Ocean 
Park avenue (the street on the city 
front parallel with the beach,) from the 
easterly city limits to Main street. Anh- 
other of the trunk sewers is to run 
from Fifth street down Pine enue 
(the principal business street,) to 
Ocean Park avenue. The third of the 
trunk sewers is to run on Fifth street 
from Main to American avenue. The 
sewer on Ocean Park avenue is to be 
graduated from eight to sixteen inches 
in diameter, the one on Pine avenue is 
to be ten inches in diameter, and the 
one on Fifth street twelve inches in 
diameter. 

Barring a few short pieces where iron 
pipe will be required, the sewers are 
all to be of vitrified pipe. From Ocean 
Park avenue and the easterly city 
limits to Ocean Park avenue and Main 
street there will be a fall of nearly 
thirty feet. From that point to the out- 
fall there will be a grade of over eight 
feet. The outlet will be below high tide 
and above low water. All of the trunk 
sewers. will converge to Fifth and 
Main streets, and the outfall pipe from 
there will extend westward 4500 feet. 
The outfall will be twenty-four inches 
in diameter. The trunk system is to 
include nine flushtanks. Manhole covers 
are to be all of the perforated kind, so 
there may be ample ventilation. Ac- 
cording to the engineer’s estimate, the 


_trink system, such as will be adequate 


for present needs, will cost $32,000. The 
total city assessment this year is 
$1,453,311. If forty-year 5 per cent. 
bonds be issued for $32,000, the first 
year’s payment will amount to one- 
fortieth of the principal, or $800, and 
5 per cent. of the principal, or $1600, 
making the. total of the first 
year’s payment. $2400.

JAPANESE ABALONE DIVERS.” 
SAN PEDRO, Nov. 14.—[Regular 

Correspondence.] The abalone indus- 
try is to be carried on by more modern 
methods. Recent advances in the price 
of the shells have brought about the 
change. Heretofore the abalones gath- 
ered from along this part of the coast 
and the shores of the neighboring isl- 
ands, have been taken almost alto- 
gether at low tide. ; 

But the range of high and low water 
does not compass all of the hunting 
ground. The abalone is somewhat of 
a deepwater creature, and may be 
taken from far beneath the surface if 
the means are at hand wherewith to 
take him. He does not form perma- 
nent attachments like a barnacle. He 
prefers to shift his base as it suits his 
fancy, although he may be very tena- 
cious if he so chooses. Let him once 
be firmly seated on a rock and the 
suction power by which he clings to 
his position is enormous. It requires a 
severe strain, such as may be applied 
with a steel bar, to dislodge him.

In anticipation of a possible attempt |

Only twelve or fifteen men were se- 
lected for the emergency duty. None 
of the officers recently derated, or their 
intimate friends were inclugéd in the 
number. Only those who, it was be- 
lieved, would implicitly obey the orders 
of Chief Glass so long as he claimed 
authority, and had the backing of the 
Mayor, were placed on guard. 

When it was learned that the new 
commission adjourned without declar- 
ing the office of the Chief vacant, ap- 
prehension was allayed, and the night 
men were instructed to return to their 
slumbers. 

One of the station officials, when 
questioned regarding the unusual dis- 
play of force, stated that ‘‘cracks”’ had 
been made that the new commission 
would declare the office of Chief of 
Police vacant at yesterday’s: session, 
and that ex-Capt. Roberts would be ap- 
pointed Chief pro tém. to take immedi- 
ate possession.
